A fow remarks ona humble but useful 


class ‘of coolies in hill stations of India‘may 


not be unwelcome. Do the roaders of your’ 


paper know what a jampan or a dendy-wal- 
Tah is} or oven a janpan or a dandy? 
“Wallah,’ conveys a meaning to most people, 
we believe, andthe impression it gives to 
each, however different from that of his 
neighbour, is likely to bo quite correct, be- 
cause it is a. word of most comprehensive 
signification. In our present application of 
it, it means ‘ man who carries.’ 

Jompans. and dandys are. conveyances 
used in Himalayan hill station’, and are 
curried by men. The jampan is largo and 
needs four bearers, and is suited for per- 
sons of stouter build, while the dandy, in 
all its forms, is used by those whose weight 
can be supported by two. 

The daudy-wallahs whom we ‘had lately 
seen belonged; -pro tem., to the large and 
beautiful station of Nyonee-Tal; in the 
N.-W, Provinces. They ares picturesque 
feature on the ‘roads, for thoy almost all 
wear a costiime devised by their employers. 
It is arnusing to see the freaks of feminine 
faucy displayed in their livory,- both in 
form’ and colour, One may seo a sober 
train of black-coated,. groon-trimmed. bear- 
era, followed by a set-of mock Neapolitan 
fishermen: in pink, and’ white cotton, with 
long tassels nodding“over. their eyes as 
they run, ~ Then an wsthetic lady will pass 
sith her men in the ead hues of autumn,

If their orders are for a re- 
mote spot, and they can tind the oppurtu- 
nity for saying a word, they rewark that it 
is very far, or tho rood is bad, or that 
leeches abound ; but when they see that 
in spite of all these drawbacks their mis- 
tresa is bent upon going” to ‘that same 
disadvantageous place, they warm to the 
work, and, especially on the return journey, 
get over the ground ‘with excellent specd. 
Oue soon acquires complete confidence in 
their sure-footedness, and no fear is felt 
even when, ‘with the universal love of 
coolies, ponies, and mules for the ‘ outside 
edge” they suspend one over precipices. 
Nynnoo-Tal is chiefly composed of preci- 
pices, and as one cannot shudder con- 
tinnously, ono soon feels a kind ‘of 
excitement in looking over tho side of one’s 
dandy, one, two, or three thousand feet 
down, on the! dwarfed trees and potate- 
fieldd Below, and one forgets to bid the 
dandy-wallahs to walk further from the 
fouceless edge. :

Embassy closed in your face. ;

This footing no loviger oxists in- London 
among the Fronch colony, now large, indus- 
trious, compact and united, . 

Boaides the Fronch Bonovolont Soeioty, 
tho Fronch, Hospital, and sevoral associa- 
tions of more or less importance, in 1840 
thero was founded in London a French 
National Socisty, reckoning ut the present 
tino nearly a thousand members. 

“Textract the following from its statutes :-— 

‘Tho growing importance of the French 
colony in London, the large intoresta repre- 
sented dy it, have created the dosire for an 
organisation capable of uniting ita various 
lomonts and binding thorn together into a 
compact whole, and of keeping alive among

Let us hopo, however, that they will not 
be too oxclugive, but that they will con- 
tinue to atudy aur good neighbours; the 
English, Many Freneh people in England 
earry their horror of every thing English to 
a ridiculous extent, I know une who has 
lived nearly twenty years in this country, 
put who bousta of not knowing a word of 
English. 1 know others who, ou the con-

M. Blanchard de Farges, French Consul- 
General in London, ina very clover speech 
that he made at the Coigreas of French 
teachers, held in the month of January, 
1883, expressed himself in these terms : 
* Gentlemen, I will not allow myself to be 
drawn into the subject of politica, which 
would bo out, of plac hore, and whieh are 
neither to my taste, nor exactly within my 
province ; but I will say, or, rather, 7 will 
repeat, without quittingmy own department, 
that if we knew all our European neighboura 
oa Well'as we are known tv thom, wo should 
spare ouraelves many disappointments, or, at 
least, many a false step. It ia a fact of 
which I receive ample proof overy day, and 
if it will not be trespassing upon your time, 
{ will with your permission, explain my 
meaning. : 

“Gentlemen, every Frenchy mail brings 
me dozens of business letters. These letters 
sometimes drive me to despair, because, 
though T hava every dosire tu give satisfac. 
tion to their authors, they themselves put 
it out of my power to do so by calling upon 
me to perform impossiblities, which prove 
on the part of most-of thei an utter ignor-

ountoms. Soma ask mo to use my private 
authority, and take vigorous proceedings 
against a defaulting debtor or aawindler ;
